life imprisonment sentences 
and a state wiretap law to more 
effectively combat the spread of 
illegal narcotics. 


Detroit Police Chief Philip 


Tannian called for legislation 
providing 
stiff 
mandatory 


penalties for middle-level and 
top drug dealers, with no parole 
or "good time" early releases. 


Col. George Halverson, direc- 


tor of the Slate Police, advocat- 
ed a state wiretap law to permit 
closer watch on the same dope 
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kingpins. 


Both acknowledged busting 


the minor "street people" who 
use and sell small amounts of 
narcotics has failed to stem the 
growth of the drug trade. 


But 
they 
opposed 


decriminalizing heroin use and 
said tough law enforcement 
aimed at the top violators would 
curb crime and reduce the 
number of addicts.

House Judiciary Committee.

Rosenbaum,

Creek, called the meeting after 
reports of increased heroin 
traffic in Michigan.

resulted in 317 cases dropped 
from the rolls, with a net saving 
of 81,081,508. 


Bowerman at the breakfast 


also introduced Dr. John T. 
Dempsey, director of the state 
social services department, who 
noted the state-wide Corrective 
Action Program 
(CAP) is 


nearly 
completed 
and 


preliminary figures indicate a 
saving of some 880 million to 
Michigan taxpayers. 


Dempsey said he and Gov. 


William Milliken "are really 
impressed with the results" of 
the CAP survey, and Dempsey, 
who has been in office for only 
four months, complimented the 
Berrien social services depart- 
ment "for your tremendous 
work." 


Sue Voss, director of verifica- 


tion for the county department, 
said the 317 case closures 
averaged out to §229 paid out 
per month per case for an an- 
nual net savings of $871,944. 


The CAP program not only 


zeroed-in on persons who were 
ineligible for ADC, but also 
found cases in which recipients 
were underpaid and overpaid. 


Miss Voss said the total 


monthly decreases 
(savings 


from corrections to persons who 
were overpaid) will be about 
523,733 per month [or an annual 
saving of §284.796. 


She also said the department 


will pay $7,936 more per month 
to persons who were underpaid, 
or §75,232 annually. 


Dempsey told the audience 


there are 195,000 ADC cases in 
Michigan, and the preliminary 
state-wide figures show 8 per 
cent of the cases were ineligible 
for payment, 27 per cent were 
overpaid, and 9 per'cent were 
underpaid. He said the 8 per 
cent figure represents some 
15,000 cases, 


He added 
Michigan 
was 


slightly under Ihe national 
figure which indicates 10 per 
cent of the ADC cases should not 
be receiving payments. 


Dempsey 
noted 
federal 


guidelines call for state social 
services departments to try to 
get the ineligibles down to three 
per cent and the overpaids down 
to five per cent. "I expect we'll 
come close to the three per cent 
figure," Dempsey said after the 
breakfast, but he didn't think 
the slate could hit the five per 
cent overpaids figure because of 
the size and complexity of the 
ADC system. 


Complimenting the Berrien 


staff on the Ihorouglmess of ils 
case-by-casc review, Dempsey 
said he was "impressed with 
the caliber of the personnel who 
work for the (Berrien) depart- 
ment." 


"Berrien county has made 


really tremendous progress," 
he noted, and forecast Ihe CAP 
program will be an ongoing type

Ford's timetable for dealing 


with the Rockefeller findings 
calls for a decision within 30 
days on what to do about the 
still-secret material on alleged 
CIA assassination plots, ac- 
cording to the White House 
source. The source said he could 
not predict what aclion Ford 
would take or what his response 
would be to the commission's 
recommendations to prevent 
future domestic abuses. 


The recommendations were 


part of a 300-page report 
released Tuesday which found 
that the CIA conducted a 
number of "plainly unlawful" 
domestic operations, including 
opening of mail and sur- 
veillance of. U.S. citizens, which 
violated 
the 
rights 
of 


Americans. 


The commission revealed for 


the first time thai the CIA had 
administered drugs .to .unsus.. 
peeling human guinea pigs, 


monitored long-distance phone 
calls, infiltrated a congressional 
campaign and contributed its 
secret funds to a White House 
political project. 


Some of these activities, 


which have all been terminaled, 
"were initiated or ordered by 
presidents, either directly or 
indirectly," Ihe commission 
found. However, the eight- 
member panel concluded that 
the great majority of the CIA's 
domestic activities comply with 
the law. 


A 
Justice 
Department 


spokesman said officials have 
begun an informal review of 
laws which might apply to both 
the domestic violations and the 
alleged assassination plots. The 
spokesman noted that federal

Con- 
sidering the shabby way the 
hirelings often treat the ci- 
tizenry — witness the attitude of 
clerks in almost any American 
city hall — some feel a better 
term would be public enemies. 
And seldom has the argument 
been more appropriate than now 
as recession • buffeted tax- 
payers throughout the nation 
are finding almost no willing- 
ness on the part of public 
employes to cooperate toward 
the overall economic good. 


The situation is evident in al- 


most every jurisdiction. But 
New York City is perhaps the 
most 
dreadful 
illustration. 


There the municipal staff of 
340,000 — largest of any city in 
the world — has flatly rejected 
most suggestions of voluntary 
sacrifice in the face of what city 
fathers believe to be near- 
bankrupt fiscal conditions. 


The city, already $14 billion in 


debt from decades of overs- 
pending, and apparently unable 
to avoid further deficits in the 
1975 budget, is being told by 
lending institutions to cut ex- 
penditures or go it alone. 
Without the short-term bank 
assistance every city needs to 
operate, Gotham would soon not 
be able to meet current notes, 
possibly even some salaries. In 
desperation the mayor has ap- 
pealed to city workers, through 
their union officers, to accept a 
shorter work week or some 
other voluntary measure so that 
massive and disruptive layoffs 
can be avoided. 


Shockingly, the union officials 


have said no. Though the city is 
distressingly heavy with public 
workers — one to 20 as opposed 
to one to 40 in Chicago, and 
though the employes receive in 
general the highest and most 
delicious fringe benefits of any 
municipal-workers in America 
(a city machinist earns $15,000 a 
year, a first grade cop $17,408), 


lite labor chieftains say the 
workers 
"have 
sacrificed 


enough." Some of them insist 
they will not even allow pres- 
sure relief in contract talks 
scheduled later in the year. 


The disposition can hardly be 


greeted with appreciation by 
New York taxpayers, many of 
whom are out of work in the 
city's 
11.5 per 
cent 


unemployment crunch. Nor 
should citizens anywhere be 
anything but angered when the 
public servants become the 
public menace. New York 
unionists are talking about riots 
in the streets if the public work 
force is forced to suffer, and 
threatening 
demonstrations 


have already been held by 
employes of other towns and 
counties. 
The 
welfare of 


millions is at the core of the is- 
sue. 


The public employe unions, to 


be sure, are often cited as the 
ultimate danger', to smooth-run- 
ning government operations. 
Not the least because the unions 
often contribute heavily toward 
the elections of officials they 
rely on. One estimate is that 
unions together have contribut- 
ed as much as $50 million in 
each of the last few federal 
elections, and huge sums of this 
money has been directed at 
state and local campaigns. So, 
says a spokesman for the Public 
Service Research Group, "In 
many communities you have 
cases where union leaders 
negotiate salaries with friends 
they helped elect. No wonder 
they won't back down. They 
know they have the muscle." 


During the last decade, as 


public worker militancy grew, 
officials hoped reason and calls 
for a sense of responsibility 
might argue away the trend. 
But no. Today New York City, 
and hundreds of other cities, are 
captives of public employes who 
have little sense of duty save to 
themselves. This should be 
changed, by stiff law, and by 
public insistence that public 
servants be just that.

WASHINGTON - Potential 


Democratic Presidential can- 
didate Birch Bayh encountered 
potential Democratic Presiden- 
tial candidate Frank Church on 
the Senate floor the other day. 


"What are you going to do?" 


Bayh asked solemnly. 


"Dammed if I know," Church 


replied. "What are you going to 
do?" 


"Damned if I know," Bayh 


said. 


As close friends and fellow 


liberals who would cut into each 
other's support, the Senator 
1 from Indiana and the Senator 
from Idaho are not eager to 
compete in the 1976 primaries. 
So they agreed that if one of 
them decided to seek the 
Presidency he would discuss it 
with the other before he made 
any public move. 


The pressure to make up his 


mind about the White House is a 
far more immediate dilemma, 
however, for Bayh than it is for 
Church. 


When he was selected chair- 


man of the Senate committee to 
investigate the Central In- 
telligence 
Agency, Church 


promised majority leader Mike 
Mansfield that he would avoid 
Presidential politics at least 
until the probe was completed. 
The committee is not expected 
to finish its study until October 
and may continue beyond that. 


Thus, Church will not be free 


to campaign until a date which 
may be so late in the political 
season that other candidates 
may have foreclosed whatever 
prospects he might have had. 


Bayh, however, feeb he must 


make his decision some time 
this summer. He candidly ack- 
nowledges that he would very 
much like to be President. But 
he is genuinely torn about 
making the necessary full-time 
commitment to a year-and-a- 
half campaign. 


"I'm like a roller coaster," he 


sighs. One morning he looks in 
the mirror and decides he has 
as realistic a chance to make it 
as the other fellows already In 
the field. The next morning be 
decides toe enterprise is tot 


uncertain and he can ac- 
complish a great deal by simply 
remaining in the Senate. 


Bayh has set four deadlines 


for a decision, and let each pass 
in turn. "I've^ven up setting 
target dates," he says with a 
smile. "Maybe I'll just sit tight 
for a while longer and see if 
things sort themselves out 
without me." 


Four years ago, Bayh felt no 


such indecision 
about the 


Presidency. He had in ample 
measure what he once described 
as "that fire in the belly" — 
ambition 
which burns 
so 


strongly that it can fuel a can- 
didate through the long and 
sometimes discouraging cam- 
paign. But Bayh promptly 
withdrew from the Presidential 
race when his wife, Marvella, 
underwent serious surgery for 
cancer. 
; 


His wife has now apparently 


fully recovered. Bayh says she 
is not enthusiastic about another 
Presidential campaign but will 
not object if he decides to do it. 


Friends believe .that Bayh is 


inclined to run and will set up a 
Presidential campaign commit- 
tee late this summer. He has 
not, however, taken any specific 
major steps toward that goal as 
of now. 


He has, he says, made "lists 


in my head." He talks to people 
and sounds them out. He has 
been making speeches in im- 
portant primary states. He had 
an amiable chat with AFL-CIO 
president 
George 
Meany 


recently and got Meany's reas- 
surance that labor had made no 
consolidated move toward any 
other candidate and no objec- 
tions would be raised to his 
candidacy. He made a little 
prayer for guidance in church 
last Sunday. 


A Bayh candidacy would cei- 


fwly be an unknown factor in 
the 1171 Presidential contest. 
B«* as of now Us prospects look 
no worse than those of the other 
candidates, all of whom have 
their own handicap*. But the 
immediate question is whether 
Uwse fUmes within still burn 
brightly.

sider another election on the 
tax. 


The St. Joseph school district 


filed a suit in Berrien Circuit 
court March 25 seeking $200,000 
from the contractor of Upton 
Junior high school. There is no 
report when the suit will be 
tried, 
Percy 
said. 
The 


difference in the estimate of the 
cost of repairs and the amount 
sought in the suit is that the suit 
covers previous damage from 
leaks. 


In the meantime the roof must 


be replaced this summer to 
prevent 
further 
interior 


damage. If the school district 
wins the court test the money 
would replace the money ex- 
pended this summer. 


Percy said his immediate 


problem would be to find the 
money for the repairs. Supt. 
Burton Aldrich said borrowing 
may be out. Borrowing, he said, 
indicates you have something to 
borrow against. 


The building and site tax 


would raise abouu $85,000 an- 
nually for five years. The dis- 
trict could borrow on tax an- 
ticipation to reroof Upton. 


The advisory council voted to 


undertake a comprehensive 
survey of the district instead of 
a children's census. Elementary 
principals have completed the 
check of where youngsters live 
in the district. The check was 
made to assign pupils to various 
schools to eliminate busing and 
still maintain teacher-pupil ra-

useful in making long range 
projections to aid inplaniiing.

WATERVLIET - Richard 


Osborne, president of Wa- 
tervliet Paper company has said 
the firm will take whatever 
steps are necessary to alleviate 
an odor problem caused by 
stagnant waste water in the 
company's effluent spray field 
located about one mile east of 
the plant. 


Residents living near the 90- 


acre spray field along Red 
Arrow highway say the odor is 
nearly always present and at 
times is unbearable. • 


Leon Hentschel, a resident of 


the area said, "At times it's 
(the odor) gotten so bad, my 
wife and Iliave had to leave our 
home to visit friends out of 
town." 


Mrs. Linford Davis, who 


resides with her husband on the 
south side of the C&O railroad 
tracks, which separates their 
property from the spray field, 
said the smell has caused both 
her and her husband to vomit, 
caused sore throats and their 
eyes to water. 


Their . righbor, Mrs. Ruth 


Baldwin, said the odor which 
smells "like raw sewage" 
causes her family's furniture 
and clothes to stink and, 
especially in hot weather, is un- 
bearable. "The smell is so bad 
that we have to close our win- 
dows in hot humid weather, 
even though we don't have an 
air conditioner." 


The residents claim the odor 


problem has existed since the 
firm installed it's $i million 
waste disposal system in 
1972-73. The flrni constructed 
the system which pipes plant 
effluent from the paper mill 
about a mile east to the field. 
There, the waste, which the 
firm claims is 99 per cent water 
and less than one per cent wood 
pulp and clay used in coating 
paper is sprayed over sections 
of the field. 


The system''was installed by 


the paper mill, to replace a 
previous system where the 
waste water was emptied into 
the Paw Paw river. 


Linford Davis, a retired Wa- 


tervliet Paper company worker 
of 4S years, said "it's obvious 
that the clay matter in the waste 
water has built up so much that 
the water cannot drain down in- 
to the soil, hence the water just 
sits there and becomes stag- 
nant." 


"Depending on the direction 


of the wind, the odor has been 
detected from as far away as a 
mile," he claimed. 


The residents have contacted 


the state department of natural 
resource's Water Resources 
commission in an effort to see 
what can be done about the si- 
tuation. 


Osborne, said he is well aware 


of the odor situation, and that 
the firm is working closely with 
the water resources commission 
in an effort to correct the situa- 
tion as soon as possible.

"In the beginning people 


would no doubt keep changing 
the picture but when the novelty 
wears off they may choose one 
pattern or scene for a while," he 
insists.

In the '50s he 
found the background that 
served 
his 
purpose 
was 


aluminum foil, but he w:as told 
"by the foil people" that it 
would be impossible to develop 
it the way he wanted to use it In 
1954 he had tamed the surface 
for printing purposes, he says. 


Willson originated "spec- 


tacular" murals, he says, and 
began by isolating and mag- 
nifying natural subjects — soap 
bubbles, wine in a glass, leaf 
veins — to a height that 
required 
billboard printing 


methods. Five years ago he 
turned to geometric super 
graphics and has devised a 
design system of panels, round 
corners and square corners, 
three design elements that can 
be combined in hundreds of 
ways to substitute for architec- 
tural detailing by adding strong 
structural feeling to a room. 


For example, striped panels 


may be teamed with cither 
square corners which join at 
right angles at either end to 
make right angle turns or

to President Ford's estimate 
that $10 worth of seed can 
produce $290 worth of fresh 
vegetables, these households 
will all enjoy significant food 
budget savings. As the harvest 
season peaks, many will also 
find themselves with more than 
they can comfortably eat. 


Planning ahead for means of 


preserving excess produce is 
just as important as planning 
and planting the garden itself, 
according to Pauline Church, 
home service advisor for a 
Chicago manufacturing firm. 


"We hope we won't see a 


repeat of last year's shortages 
of 
canning 
and 
freezing 


supplies," she noted. "Still, it's 
wise to get things organized 
well before the first crops come 
in, if only to avoid the pressure 
of last-minute shopping and 
preparations." 


Time is of utmost importance 


in freezing fresh fruits and" 
vetetables, since delay can lead 
to deterioration of quality. A 
maximum of three hours from 
garden to freezer is considered 
ideal for vegetables picked at 
their peak of ripeness. 


"A special advantage of hav- 


ing your own garden, in fact, is 
being able to process, pack and 
freeze small amounts of vegeta- 
bles each day (luring the harvest 
season," Miss Church said. 


"Handling just a few pounds 


at a time really is easier — on 
you and on your freezer," she 
added, "since it eliminates the 
risk of temperature fluctuations 


and assures quick freezing." 


Equipment 
you'll 
need 


includes a blancher or other 
large covered kettle with a wire 
basket for scalding the vegeta- 
bles, plus an accurate minute 
timer. A sturdy colander is 
helpful for washing and drain- 
ing the vegetables before hand. 


i "Follow 
blanching 
and 


chilling directions to the let- 
ter," Miss Church emphasized. 
"Accurate timing is essential to 
assure successful freezing now 
fr good eating later on. 


"In packing, allow sufficient 


headspace for vegetables to ex- 
pand in freezing," she cau- 
tioned. "The usual allowance is 
one-half inch for each pint con- 
tainer, slightly more for larger 
ones. A few vegetables, such as 
Brussels 
sprouts, need no 


headspace." 


Check ahead of time to be 


sure you have an adequate sup- 
ply of packaging materials, 
including airtight containers in 


various sizes to meet your 
family needs. For convenience 
and overall economy, many 
longtime freezer owners prefer 
reusable containers of rigid 
frost-white plastic. 


Homemakers who put up 


quantities of fruits and vegeta- 
bles especially like the space- 
saving advantage of square-cor- 
nered containers. 


"Any packaging used must be 


moisture-vapor-proof to prevent 
drying out, as well as strong 
enough to withstand handling at 
low 
temperatures," 
Miss 


Church said. "The plastic tubs 
used for cottage cheese or ice 
cream don't have this kind of 
strength and may even crack as 
food expands in freezing. So 
don't take a chance on using 
them."

She wanders about 
the house in the middle tf the 
night. Her teacher believes that 
she has a "traumatic neurosis." 
What can we do about it?

Dear Mrs. B.: 


I do not mean to chastise you, 


but I believe it \vas poor judg- 
ment to subject an impres- 
sionable child to the terror of 
such an experience. 


A "trauma" means an "in- 


jury." An injury can be slight 
and cause a bruise, or it may be 
severe and produce a bone 
fracture. The ineapacitation of 
the body depends on the severity 
of the injury, or the trauma. 


Just as there are physical in- 


juries, there can also be emo- 
tional injuries, or traumas. 
These, too, vary in severity and 
in their effect on the sensitive 
psyche, 
or 
the 
emotional 


balance of the individual. 


A 
severe 
emotional 


experience that affects normal 
behavior and functioning can 
produce 
a 
"traumatic 


neurosis," as your child's 
teacher suggests. 


Emotional hurts need as 


much, or even more, careful at- 
tention than do bodily injuries. 
Encourage your child to talk 
about the movie. Surround her 
with sympathy, understanding 
and affection. 


Your own doctor may suggest 


mild tranc|iiiiizing drugs and 
encourage her to express her 
fears. If there is a need for 
further study, a psychologist 
will undoubtedly be called in by 
your doctor.

at 
giving 
public 


employes the same opportuni- 
ties as other citizens to par- 
ticipate in the political process. 


Another measure approved by 


the House. $8-38. would classify 
real and personal property and 
equalize it to end taxation 
inequities for industrial and 
commercial property, backers 
say. Critics claim it could cause 
soaring tax bills tor elderly 
residential homeowners in cer- 
tain areas. 


The controversial bill will be 


reconsidered by the House at 
the request of opponents. 


Opponents of the political ac- 


tivities bill say it will open the 
door to widespread arm-twist- 
ing by elected officials who want 
to press public servants into 
political service at campaign 
time. 


The measure would permit 


state and local government^ 
'employes to become~mem6ers 
of political parties, serve as 
party convention delegates and 
to work on behalf of a candidate 
or issue in an election. 


It also would permit public 


employes to become candidates 
without first getting a leave cf 
absence.

tached to gifts of goods and 
services — so called "in-kind" 
contributions — and reported 
along with cash contributions. 
Minor candidates at the local 
level can simply file a statement 
on spending, rather 
than 


itemizing every donation and 
expenditure. 


Campaign spending will be 


limited to $2 million for each 
gubernatorial candidate, $50,000 
for state Senate candidates and 
$25,000 for state House can- 
didates. That is more than was 
spent by candidates in 1974.

p.m. on June 21, the longest day of the year, according to 
Michigan State University astronomers. But because of latitude 
Detroit and Ann Arbor will get cheated out of about three minutes 
of sunlight that will fall on the Lansing-East Lansing area says 
Robert C. Victor, a Michigan State University astronomer At 
precisely 8:27 p.m., the sun will be directly above the Tropic of 
Cancer and Lansing will get its longest period of daylight in the 
year - 15 hours and 21 minutes. Detroit and Ann Arbor will get 
la hours and 19 minutes. As for other astronomical events Victor 
said in June, the planet Venus will be visible in the western sky 
for three hours after sunset. Through low-power telescopes 
Venus'wffl .look like a half-moon. Early risers can catch Mars and 
Jupiter as a "double" planet in the eastern sky one or two hours 
before sunrise, he said. The planets will move .to within one-half 
degree of each other June 16 - with Mars glowing dull red and 
Jupiter bright yellow, Victor said.

No action was taken on the cost-of-living proposal last night.

The board announced that contracts for teachers were approved 


at the special meeting last Friday. Pay increases of 6 if. per cent 
were approved including dental insurance that was added to the 
benefit package. 


A first-year teacher with a bachelor's degree will receive $8,872 


up to a maximum of $13,752 after 12 steps. A first-year master's 
degree teacher will receive $9,404 up to $15,526 after 15 steps. 


Contracts for non-professional personnel were also approved at 


the June 6 meeting, the board announced last night. The three- 
year contract calls for a six per cent increase the first year and 
five per cent increase each of the following two years. 


The board last night approved installation of a "third water pump 


at the high school at a cost of $2,480, and improvement of the high 
school sprinkler system, at a cost of 
$2,900, both by Bosch 


Plumbing and Heating company, Grand Rapids, general contrac- 


tor. 


Jimmy Crump, Covert, blasted the board for hiring policies of 


contractors building the new high school. Crump, an unemployed 
construction worker, said that local workers should be considered 
for job openings first. He said he has requested employment from 
contractors at the building project but received no job offers. 


The board awarded a contract for installation of carpeting at the 


new high school to Interior Decorating company, Osceola, Ind., at 
a cost of $49,355. The firm was the second lowest bidder on the 
project and was awarded the job after low bidder Granider Carpet 
company. Grand Rapids, was unable to do the job, the board said. 


The board approved installation of a seal for a new well at the 


high chool by Great Lakes Geophysical Surfaces, Benton Harbor, 
at a cost of $350.

States and two unidentified 
foreign countries. 


—The contribution of more 


than ,$33,000 from the CLVs 
secret budget for payment of 
stationery and postage costs for 
replies to persons who wrote 
President Richard M. Nixon 
after the 1970 invasion of Cam- 
bodia. 


The 
commission 
report 


makes no recommendations for 
legal action, but notes that some 
of the agency's domestic opera- 
tions may have violated consti- 
tutional rights of free speech 
and protection from unreasona- 
ble searches and seizures. Some 
of the activities also may have 
violated federal wiretap laws 
and statutes protecting the 
mails.

involving wiretaps and others 
physical surveillance, against 
unidentified newsmen suspect- 
ed of receiving leaks of clas- 
sified information. 


—Investigations of agency 


personnel which included such 
"invalid" 
techniques 
as 


breakins, wiretaps and bug- 
ging. 


In all, the commission found 


that the CIA maintained in- 
telligence 
files 
on 57,000 


Americans, plus some 800,000 
active and inactive security files 
on individuals connected with 
the agency in some way, a 
majority of whom are U.S. ci- 
tizens. The agency also has 
security files on 75 current 
members of Congress, accord- 
ing to the report. 


The commission said it could 


find "no evidence that the CIA 
participated in the Watergate 
break-in or in the post Water- 
gale cover-up." However, the 
report stated that CIA responses 
to the requests of various inves- 
tigators for information "were 
either incomplete or delayed 
and some materials that may or 
may not have contained relevant 
information were destroyed." 


The presidential panel also 


determined that some members 
of the agency's medical staff 
who 
participated 
in 
the 


preparation of a psychological 
profile on Daniel Ellsherg knew 
that one of its purposes was to 
support a public attack on Ells- 
berg. 


The commission said it could 


find no evidence to dispute the 
Warren Commission findings 
that Lee Harvey Oswald was the 
sole assassin of President John 
F. Kennedy and it rejected 
allegations that the CIA was in- 
volved in the 1963 assassination. 


In addition to a joint congres- 


sional oversight panel, the 
commission recommended that:

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The state Public Service Commission 


has approved a plan to curtail natural gas service for customers 
of Consumers Power Co. hi the event of a gas -shortage. The 
commission said, however, it does not foresee such a shortage. 
But it warned the plan might be needed If Consumers does not get 
enough gas or its Marysville reforming plant breaks down. The 
plan establishes six categories for determining how to curtail 
service.

York has one policeman for 
every 263 residents; Chicago has 
'one for every 292. New York has 
one sanitation worker for every 
718 residents; Chicago has one 
for every 1,232. 


The current New York City 


budget includes $1.7 billion for 
the 53,000 policemen, firemen 
and sanitation workers. 


Detroit has a population about 


one-fifth as large as New York. 
It also has about one-fifth as 
many policemen, firemen and 
salutation workers. Because of

and 


differences in things like the

differential, Detroit spends only 
one-seventh as much as New 
York for police, fire and sanita- 
tion. 


The Municipal Yearbook of 


the 
International 
City 


Management 
Association 


reports that a survey of cities 
10,000 and over in population 
showed expenditures for police 
services averaged $38.50 per 
capita. The average does not 
include New York, which res- 
ponded too late to be covered in 
the association's survey. The 
current city budget includes a 
police expenditure of $115 per 
resident. 


The association says per 


capita police expenditures rise 


as the size of cities increases 
and since there are more small 
cities than large ones, the 
overall average expenditure is 
low.) 


The pension bill for city 


employes is large. New York 
currently spends about $1.1 
billion on pension contributions, 
a little less than 10 per cent of 
the total budget. 


Philadelphia's pension con- 


tributions amount to about 6 per 
cent of the total budget and Los 
Angeles' pension contributions 
are about 16 per cent of the total 
budget. 


In order to pay the bills. New 


York has had to borrow money. 
Some experts on urban affairs 
estimate that New York City 
accounts for 30 per cent of all 
the short-term borrowing in the 
country. 


Because of a gap in the 


current budget, the city had to 
borrow $6.8 billion, issuing 
short-term notes against an- 
ticipated revenues. Chicago has 
not had to borrow any money for 
expenses this year. Neither has 
Los Angeles. Detroit borrowed 
$23 million, about one-third of 1 
per cent of the amount New- 
York needed. 


New York's fiscal problems 


made bankers and investors 
reluctant to lend the city money. 
So New York had to pay an 
interest rate of 9.5 per cent on 
money it borrowed. Detroit paid 
just under 6 per cent. 


New York had hoped to 


borrow another $1.7 billion but 
underwriting syndicates — who 
buy the bonds, then resell them 
— said no. That put the city in 
its current financial bind. 


In an effort to avoid disaster, 


the city and state agreed to 
create the Municipal Assistance 
Corp., dubbed Big Mac, a new- 
state agency to refinance the 
city's short-term debt and 
revise fiscal practices. 


The new agency limits city 


borrowing 
and requires a 


balanced budget. Like most 
other cities, New York already 
is prohibited from deficit

Some authorities say New 


York must spread the burden

Cleveland gave its only city- 


run hospital to the county in 
1958; in 1972, the city sold its 
sewer system for !35 million to 
a regional authority. A county- 


wide election July 22 will seek 
voter approval of a 1 per cent 
countywide sales tax to sub- 
sidize the transfer of the 
Cleveland transit system to a 
regional authority. 


One of New York's problems 


in trying to follow this trend is 
geography. Other cities are part 
of counties; New York itself is 
made up of five counties. It is 
not "part of" anything except 
the state and the nation.

President Ford's push for a new 
Israeli-Egyptian 
settlement 


turns to talks with Israeli Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin, who 
arrived here saying his country' 
was prepared to do "whatever is 
possible" to move toward peace. 


A down - to - business 


scenario at the talks beginning 
today was underscored by the 
simple welcome given Rabin by 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger at nearby Andrews 
Ah- Force Base on Tuesday. 


At Andrews, Rabin pledged 


that his country would do 
"whatever 
is possible" to 


achieve peace in the Middle 
East. He also expressed his 
government's faith in "special 
relations" with the United 
States. 


Kissinger's 
welcoming 


statement included the declara- 
tion that "you are among 
friends here." 


Rabin's meeting with Ford 


was to be followed by a working 
dinner in the State Dining Room 
of the White House tonight and a 
final session Thursday with the 
President. 


Rabin also planned sessions 


with Kissinger and had ap- 
pointments with Secretary of 
Defense James R. Schlesinger, 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee and the House In- 


ternational Relations Commit- 
tee. 


The Ford-Rabin talks follow 


the President's meetings in 
Salzburg, Austria, last week 
with Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat. The White House later 
called those talks successful. 


Shortly after Rabin arrived, 


qualified U.S. officials con- 
firmed that many of the tanks, 
artillery and soldiers that Israel 
claimed to have withdrawn 
from the Suez Canal region last 
week 
actually 
had 
been 


removed months earlier. 


The 
U.S. 
officials 


nevertheless stressed the posi- 
tive significance of last week's 
announcement, saying it was 
taken by Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat and Kissinger as a 
hopeful sign and is still as such. 


Israel is described as recep- 


tive to any Egyptian promise to 
avoid the use of force as a sub- 
stitute for a nonbelligerency 
pledge. 


Ford's meetings with Rabin 


and Sadat and a scheduled ses- 
sion here June 20 with Syrian 
Foreign Minister Abdel Halim 
Khaddam will wrap up the 
President's face-to-face con- 
tacts with Mideast leaders as he 
completes a reassessment of 
U.S. policy in that area. Ford 
has said he will make known the 
results of his reassessment by 
early July.

LIBREVILLE, Gabon (AP) - 


The Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries has post- 
poned its decision on the subs- 
tantial increase in the price of 
crude oil that it expects to make 
in the fall. 


Valentin Hernandez Acosta of 


Venezuela, the current chair- 
man of the oil cartel, said the 
delegates 
to 
the 
OPEC 


conference that opened Monday 
agreed to decide on a price 
increase to offset inflation at 
their next ministerial meeting 
opening Sept. 24 in Vienna. 


Meanwhile, at its closing ses- 


sion today, OPEC was to issue a 
communique announcing that 
international oil prices will be 
quoted in the International 
Monetary Fund's special draw- 
ing rights, or SDK's, instead of 
the US. dollar. The SDR is an 


international currency whose 
value is determined by the 
average of 16 major national 
currencies. 


The change is intended to 


compensate the oil countries for 
losses caused by the devalua- 
tion of the dollar since a price 
freeze on OPEC oil went into 
effect. Hernandez Acosta told 
newsmen the new price struc- 
ture would mean an increase of 
less than 30 cents per barrel in 
dollar terms, and the effect on 
retail prices of petroleum 
products should be almost un- 
noticeablc. 


A committee of experts will 


meet in Vienna in July to dis- 
cuss how large the price 
increase should be and when it 
should become effective. The 
basic price of Persian Gulf 
crude oil has been frozen at 


$10.46 a barrel since January 
1974. The freeze expires Sept. 
30. 


Iran and Algeria claim that 


inflation 
has 
reduced 
the 


purchasing power of their oil 
revenues 35 per cent in the 16 
months since the free/e took 
effect and prices should be 
raised enough to recover this in 
full. Saudi Arabia and the Per- 
sian Gun" sheikdoms appear to 
be prepared to settle for less. 


A meeting in Paris to make 


preparations for the oil dialogue 
collapsed 
in April because

REFUGEES FROM ANGOLA 


Workers Flock To Lisbon 


LISBON, Portugal (AP) - 


'Hundreds 
of working-class 


whites from strife-torn Angola 
are streaming into Lisbon daily, 
claiming they were driven from 
their homes by racial terror and 
a breakdown in law and order. 


Flown here in a government 


airlift, -they are being housed in 
refugee camps near Lisbon. 
Angola, a Portuguese overseas 
territory in West Africa for 500 
years, is scheduled to become 
independent next fall. 


Fighting has broken out 


among three rival rebel groups 
— the Popular Movement for 
the Liberation of Angola, the 
Front for the National Libera- 
tion of Angola and the Union for 
the Total Liberation of Angola. 


Portuguese troops in Angola 


have been given orders to arrest 
trouble makers and to shoot on 
sight if necessary. 


About 200 whites marched on 


.the United Stales Embassy in 
Luanda, Angola's capital, on 


Tuesday 
appealing 
to 
the 


Americans to help them leave 
for Portugal. One woman drew 
her fingers across her throat 
and screamed, "We don't want 
to stay here and have our 
throats cut." 


A refugee in a camp outside 


Lisbon told a newsman, "I 
stayed in my house four days 
and four nights because of the 
shooting." 


Unshaven and wearing donat- 


ed trousers, he shared his 
gloom with 2,000 other refugees 
in the camp at the resort of 
Caprica. A few army tents were 
up to supplement the cottages 
housing the refugees. 


Almost to a man, they report- 


ed they were workers. 


"The 
intellectuals, 
the 


professionals and the rich left 
months ago," said a young man 
making no attempt to conceal 
his anger. 


."The Communists are to 


blame." said another, referring 


to Portugal's leftist military 
leaders, many of whom fought a 
13-year colonial war in Angola 
before seizing power in Lisbon 
13 months ago and deciding to 
turn rule over to a transitional 
government of their former foes 
ahead of independence. 


Refugees said Portuguese 


troops still try to keep order but 
have been powerless to do so. 


Several refugees 
reported 


seeing young boys roaming the 
streets of Luanda with Soviet 
AK47 automatic rifles. Angola's 
high commission announced on 
Tuesday the arrest 
of 
six 


minors, armed by one of the 
colony's 
three 
liberation 


movements. 


Other refugees claimed there 


were incidents of rape, child 
molesting, robbery, arson, loot- 
ing and beating of whites. Al- 
ways, the refugees said, the at- 
tackers were black. 


Francisco Xavicr Ribeiro. a 


high school student, said he es- 


caped attack on his home by 
members 
of 
the 
Popular 


Movement for the Liberation of 
Angola by fleeing on a bicycle as 
bullets missed him. 


"They just stick a rifle in your 


stomach. They don't even have 
to say it's a robbery," he said. 


Ribeiro has been more than 20 


days in the refugee camp, wait- 
ing to get a job. A 50-year-old 
woman 
with 
two 
teen-age 


daughters said she would take a 
farm job if she could get it. 


But the Portuguese economy 


is in trouble and jobs are hard to 
find. Unemployment is estimat- 
ed as high as 10 per cent.

Orioles, and had followed that 
up with a two-hitter. 


Naturally, everyone figured, 


he had a pretty good chance to 
get No. 5; but they weren't 
counting on one thing. He 
wasn't pitching against T Bal- 
timore. Perry was. 


And for 5 2-3 innings. Perry 


flirted with a no-hitter. It would 
have been his first. Then Al 
Bumbry ruined it with: a single 
up the middle. So Perry, cast 
aside by the Cleveland Indians 
and acquired by the Oakland 
A's only three weeks ago, 
finished with a one-hitter as the 
A's beat the Orioles 3-0. 


Ryan, 
meanwhile, 
got 


bombed by the Yanks with four 
runs in the second inning, two 
on Chris Chambliss' homer, and 
whipped the Angels 6-4. 


"My record doesn't look too 


good," said the 38-year-old 
right - handed Perry, now 1-1 
with Oakland and 2-7 overall 
with a 5.59 earned run average.

I've pitched all year," Ryan- 
said after his bid to become the 
first 11-game winner in the 
majors this year wound up as' 
his fourth defeat. 


He walked leadoff batter 


Thurman Munson in the second 
inning and Chambliss lined a 
homer into the second deck of 
the right field stands. A walk, 
singles by Sandy Alomar and 
Walt Williams and a throwing 
error made it 4-0, then the 
Yanks chased Ryan in the sixth, 
scoring two more runs on 
singles by Williams, Roy White 
and Munson and Chambliss' 
sacrifice fly.

NEW YORK (AP) — Fame 


and fortune have failed to spoil 
the fabulous "Black Pearl" — 
Pele, the world's greatest 
soccer player. 


"My talent is the gift of God 


— I am only what He made 
me," 
said 
the 34-year-old 


Brazilian after coming out of 
retirement to sign a three-year 
contract Tuesday with the New 
York Cosmos of the North 
American Soccer League. 


"Have you ever thought that 


at 34 you may be getting too old 
to play top flight soccer?" a 
newsman asked him at Tues- 
day's madcap news conference. 


Pele gave the interrogator an 


understanding smile. 


"If you take care of your body 


as I have," he replied, "it is 
possible to play until you are 45 
or 50." 


"The Cosmos can't be con- 


sidered a world class team," 
someone else pointed out. "How 
do you think you can adjust to 
ordinary players?" 


"On every team," Pele res- 


ponded politely through an in- 
terpreter, "there are great 
players, good players and just 
players. I have seen the Cosmos. 
We have all classes of players." 


"But you are the best player 


in the world," another insisted, 
"you have played all over the 
world, you have vast knowledge, 
how can a coach such as Gordon 
Bradley (the Cosmos' young 
coach) tell you what to do?" 


"Bradley is an experienced 


coach," came the direct reply. 
"He knows what should be done 
from the sidelines. I know what 


to do on the field. We always 
will talk it over between our- 
selves." 


If Pele's reception to New 


York can be taken as a 
criterion, soccer may be headed 
for a boom in the United States 
where 
heretofore 
it 
has 


generated only mild interest. 


More than 300 people jammed 


the 21 Club's Hunt Room for the 
formal contract signing and 
news conference ceremonies, 
creating a near riot, and scores 
lined the sidewalks of sophis- 
ticated 52nd Street to watch the 
South American ace arrive and 


leave. 


News of Pele's signing, 


however, was received cooly in 
Brazil. 


One columnist claimed Pele 


had accepted the Cosmos' offer 
because he was in deep financial 
trouble. And another newspaper 
criticized him for not appearing 
at a farewell game in Rio Tues- 
day night for fear of being 
booed. 


Pele will start earning his 


salary 
— reported 
to 
be 


anywhere from $4.5 million to $7 
million for three years — Sun- 
day in an exhibition~game 


against Dallas at Randall's 
Island here. CBS will televise it 
nationally, starting at 3:30 p.m. 
EOT, with the New York area 
blacked out. 


Pele, a 
lean, 
handsome 


athlete, made an impressive 
showing when he appeared with 
his wife, Rosemarie. He was 
poised and articulate as he 
fielded a battery of questions 
from a probing press corps. 


"Everybody has a mission, a 


goal," he said. "I always had a 
dream that some day the United 
States would know soccer as the 
rest of the world knows soccer."

Strike's Aftershock 
Continuing In NFL 


Players Bargaining Winners 


NEW YORK (AP) - The af- 


tershock of last year's National 
Football League players strike 
continues to be felt — in the 
courtroom, rather than on the., 
playing field — as the league 
and its players try to piece 
together their shattered collec- 
tive bargaining agreement. 


A step in that direction may 


have been taken Tuesday when 
a National Labor Relations 
Board official ruled that player 
salaries "including minimum 
or other salaries for the unit 
(the players union), is a man- 
datory subject of bargaining." 


Money was one of the prime 


differences in opinion last year 
when the bargaining agreement 
lapsed between the NFL Players 
Association 
and 
the 
NFL 


Management. Council and a 
number of the athletes boycot- 
ted their training camps. 


But the players got a boost 


Tuesday when the NLRB of- 
ficial, Sidney Danielson, ruled 
against a complaint by the 
Management Council that the 
Players Association had not 


bargained salaries in good faith 
during last year's troubled 
preseason. 


"A party may not refuse to 


bargain, or waive bargaining, 
on that subject without consent 
of the other party," 
the 


judgement said. 


"We're very pleased that the 


NLRB has decided we're not 
guilty — not that we had any 
doubt in our minds," said Ed 
Garvey, executive director of 
the NFL Players Association. 


"You have to contrast the fact 


that the board has found the 
owners guilty of a number of 
offenses. I think it's incumbent 
on the owners to start bargain- 
ing-" 


Monday, the board had found 


valid 15 of 32 complaints filed by 
the players against the owners 
and set a hearing for July 22 in 
New York. 


In 
substance, 
Tuesday's 


decision said that were the 
league to propose an across- 
the-board wage scale for its 
players — such as the one that 


exists for most unions — the 
players would have to bargain 
on that scale. 


The owners reacted positively 


to that ruling, with NFLMC 
Executive Director 
Sargent 


Karch saying, "We accept fully 
the Labor Board's observation 
that collective bargaining on all 
salaries is a duty of the union 
that 
cannot 
be 
waived 


unilaterally. 


"We have had the concept of a 


union wage scale under ad- 
visement for some time, but 
have not pursued it actively 
pending affirmation of our 
position by the NLRB." 


While a standard pay scale of 


any kind was certain to be op- 
posed by the players, Tuesday's 
opinion at least had the ap- 
parent effect of forcing the 
groups to the bargaining table 
— a measure which was not 
easily effected last summer.

pressure. Everywhere I go I 
have the tag as baseball's first 
No. 1. But I don't think it's 
bothered me, "said the Chicago 
Cubs' outfielder. 


In 1965, the former Arizona 


State star was the top selection 
when baseball reorganized to 
end expensive bidding wars 
which usually resulted with the 
rich getter richer. 


"I'm 
not enough of an 


authority on the subject to say if 
it's worked or not," said Mon- 
day, "but it's certainly saved 
baseball a lot of money."

MSU's Ganakas Believes Discipline Rap 
Unfair 


EAST LANSING. Mich. (AP) 


— How important is discipline 
in couching a college basketball 
team? 


Some 
critics 
said 
Gus 


Ganakas of Michigan State 
didn't discipline his team well 
and that's why the Spartans 
went through a season of tur- 
moil last winter. 


Ganakas, naturally enough, 


disagrees. 


"The 
modern 
game 
of 


basketball is one of interaction 
and interrelationship of human 


beings ;md is not a disciplined 
sport," he said. 


"Discipline is a relative thing 


and it depends on the people you 
are dealing with each year. 


"1 don't think it's a fair 


evaluation of my coaching, but 
that's the rap 1 liave because of 
the incidents that have hap- 
pened this year. 


"1 feel I have good discipline 


and control of the team. Many 
people who have criticized me 
have never been to a practice. I 
believe in being firm but not 


unfair." 


The most noted incident lor 


the Spartans' cage team was the 
one-game walkout by 10 black 
players, who voiced a number of 
grievances that apparently were 
settled by Ganakas a day later. 


The only three white players 


on the team are now transfer- 
ring to other schools. 


Ganakas and the players in- 


sisted there was no racial mo- 
tivation for the walkout and 
transfers, which include three 
other white players who will 


come to MSU. 


"I've nes-cr operated on a 


quota system of black and white 
players," Ganakas said. "It's 
jiiy 
responsibility 
as 
the 


Michigan State basketball coach 
to field the best team possible 
and that's always been the 
direction I've taken. 


"There is an explanation, 


though, of why we have more 
black 
players 
than white. 


Basketball is an urban sport 
and your players come from 
highly populated areas. It so 


nappens that these areas are 
more populated with blacks. 


"In our state, there's simply 


more quality black players,. 
White players have a tendency 
nowadays to migrate south 
because 
of 
an 
increased 


emphasis on basketball there. 


"Even it a coach did try to 


operate on a quota system, it 
would be awfully hard to fill 
because there aren't that many 
good white players around." 


MSU's Terry Furlow, the Big 


Ten's leading scorer, was put on 


probation for deliberately hit- 
ting an opponent in the jaw 
during a game. A Furlow team- 
mate contemplated filing a law- 
suit against him over a tussle 
that reportedly took place dur- 
ing a pickup game. 


"Some of the incidents in- 


volving Terry were blown 
completely out of proportion," 
Ganakas said, "but still Ihe in- 
cidents can never be condoned. 


"He is by far the hardest 


working athlete on our basket- 
bal team and he may be the 


hardest working athlete on 
campus. He's first to practice 
and last to leave. He's paid his 
dues relative to developing into 
the talent he possesses. 


"I think that he lias learned 


that his actions are going to be 
scrutinized by fans and media 
alike, and that he's going to 
have to watch himself in the fu- 
ture to prevent any more 
flareups."

NEW YORK (AP) - In the 


spring of 1974, the Public- 
Broadcasting Service tested 
telecasting - by - satellite with a 
mobile ground terminal it 
moved around to 18 public TV 
stations in the Northeast and 
Midwest. 


Now, PBS and the Corporation 


for Public Broadcasting are 
seeking construction bids for 
150 permanent receive-only sa- 
tellite earth terminals which 
someday may be installed at 
PBS .stations around the U.S. 


They say this doesn't mean 


they definitely plan to buy the 
units. It's just another step in a 
long-range feasibility study on 
the use of satellites instead of 
phone lines for national broad- 
casts by PBS. 


But the purchase could prove 


a major step forward in domes- 
tic telecasting by satellite, now 
planned only by a major cable 
TV company, Home Box Office, 
Inc., and Television News, Inc., 
a TV news firm. 


A decision on whether PBS 


will shift to satellites for na- 
tional program transmission 
probably will be made this fall, 
says CPB president Henry 


Loinmis. 


He said there've been es- 


timates the 150 ground ter- 
minals on which bids are invited 
would cost $100,000 each, "but 
we're hoping that amount might 
be 
reduced 
significantly 


because of the volume." 


He estimated that the current 


system of transmitting PBS 
shows to stations by land line 
costs between $8 million and $7 
million annually. 


Doing it by domestic satellite 


would cut costs only slightly, he 
added. 


But he said the satellite sys- 


tem would give PBS far more 
flexibility because satellites 
have multi-channel broadcast- 
ing capability. It means PBS 
could transmit four shows 
simultaneously if it chose to. 


"Right now, you only have one 


telephone line, so you can only 
have one program at a time on 
it," Loomis said. "And that 
makes it very difficult to have 
diversity. 


"With this (satellite) system, 


for about the same amount of 
money, you would have the 
equivalent of four telephone 
lines, which you couldn't get 
terrestially without paying an 
arm and a leg.

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'Met' May Gain By Detroit's Art Loss

DETROIT (AP) - A con- 


troversial $50 million exhibition 
of French paintings — a box-of- 
fice smash in Detroit — opens 
Friday at New York's Me- 
• tropolitan Museum. 


The exhibition became the 


subject of heated cotroversy 
even before its American debut 
at the Detroit Institute of Arts in 
March — not for what it con- 
tains, but for what was left out. 


The stow, "French Painting 


1774-1830: The Age of Revolu- 
tion," opened at the Louvre in 
Paris last winter with 20fi items 
from about 100 collections in the 
world's art capitals, including 
Leningrad's famed Hermitage 
Museum and Moscow's Pushkin 
Museum. 


Before the collection was 


shipped to Detroit, it was cut at 
the insistence of officials at the 
Metropolitan by some 25 per 
cent. Among the 50 paintings 
dropped were those from Rus- 


"We were given the choice of 


showing the exhibition in its 
complete form here in Detroit — 
and assuming all the costs our- 
selves — or going along with the 
Met," said Frederick Cum- 
mings, director of the finan- 
cially troubled Detroit institute.

increased 
enormously. 
\Yc 


projected a major deficit on the 
show, and I think the trustees 
would have been very skeptical 
about increasing that deficit." 


Cummings said the institute 


had expected to lose $125,000 on 
the show, but didn't run quite 
that much of a deficit. The 
major expense was a $140,000 
insurance premium, which was 
split with the Metropolitan. 


Attendance was so heavy in 


Detroit — 162,184, second lar- 
gest in museum history — the 
show was extended one week to 
accommodate the crowds. The 
exhibit fee was $2, but there is 
not charge for admission to the 
city-owned institute itself. 


Despite controversy over tin- 


cuts in the show — or perhaps 
because of it — Cummings says 
the Metropolitan may break 
even. 


"The Met has a discretionary 


charge at the front door. You 
have to pay something, and they 
recommend a dollar. They're 
going to have a big cost on the 
show, but I have a feeling they'll 
have a lot more people for it

Feb. 23, IMS. The morning of the fifth day. 
Before it is over, 31 days later, there will be 


6,821 Americans killed, 19417 wounded in the 
Woodiest single battle of the Pacific. All.this 
for a miserable piece of volcanic ash called 
Iut> Jima, an island five miles long and two 
miles wide at the widest. Tiny but crucial in 
the grand arc of island-hopping that began in 
Australia and now reaches within 700 miles of

10:15 a.m. Mt. Suribachi seems finally

A new flag is go- 
ing up, five by eight feet, twice as large as 
the first. Joe Rosenthal scampers around 
building a little cairn of rocks and stands on 
it for added height. He raises his 4X5 Speed 
Graphic. The Marines lunge forward, driving 
the new flag home... 
' Joe Rosenthal shoots, hoping he caught the 
scene "right at the peak of the action. One 
tiny part of a second off and you lose it." 


Three Marines now steady the flag while 


the others search for rope to secure it. Joe 
Rosenthal shoots that. The whole group 
refqrtns.

The Marines wave their 
rifles and helmets at the camera. Joe 
Rosenthal shoots that, too, and wonders 
which of. the three shots will make the 
papers.

Thieu Tried To Have Him 
Killed, Ex-Premier Claims 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 


Former 
South 
Vietnamese 


Premier Nguyen Cao Ky says 
President Nguyen Van Thieu 
tried to have him murdered, 
apparently after learning of a 
plot by Ky and some associates 
to oust Thieu in a military coup 
last April. 


Ky said the murder scheme 


failed when security guards 
shot three would-be assassins 
who managed to penetrate' the 
Vietnamese air force compound 
where he lived at Saigon's Tan 
Son Nhut airbase. • 
-Ky, describing the events in 


an interview at his rented home 
in a northern Virginia suburb, 
said the coup-plotters had hoped 
that the overthrow _of Thieu 
would help save South' Vietnam 
from falling to the Communists. 
He said they were talked out of 
the plan by U.S. Ambassador 
Graham Martin, who assured 
him that Thicu's departure 
would be "arranged." 


But by the time Thieu finally 


resigned on April 21, it was too 
late. Saigon surrendered nine 
days later. 


Ky said his group included a 


number of top political and 


military leaders, including the 
military chief of staff, Gen. Cao 
Van Vien, Air Force Com- 
mander Tran Van Minh and the 
commanders of several key 
military units. 


Ky said the plans for a coup 


developed after Thicu's decision 
to 
abandon 
three 
central 


highlands provinces to the 
North Vietnamese army, a 
move wnich.triggered the even- 
tual collapse of Saigon's mili- 
tary forces and the government. 


"We were ready to move in 


right after the defeats in II 
Corps," Ky said. "Mr. Martin 
came to me and said, 'Well, you 
don't need it, it is not necessary 
to use military forces. We arc 
going to arrange it.'" 


Ky said he agreed to an alter- 


native plan under which he 
would take charge of the 
government after Thieu quit, 
but that Thieu hung on until the 
situation became critical. 


He said he had expected Thieu 


to be gone in "two days, three 
days, a reasonable time," but 
that "it took us 10 days to get rid ' 
of Mr. Thieu, and during the 10 
days, each day, we lose more 
ground, more provinces, ci- 
ties." He said in the end the 
plan "worked, but too late." 


He said it was during this 


period that aides informed him 
of the plan in which "Thieu 
tried to have me killed." 


Although vague about some of 


the details, Ky said Gen. Dang 
Van Quang, who was Thicu's top 
aide and confidante, managed to 
obtain about 15 blank passes 
which the wouMbe killers would 
use to gain entry to Ky's heavily 
guarded compound.

In addition to the limitation to 


authority over navigable waters 
and their headwaters, the 
proposal supported by the plan- 
ning commission requires that 
federal permits would be issued 
only after the state screens the 
application. 


:;'< Charles Eckenstahlcr, county 
'.planning director, noted ,thc 
proposal supported by the com- 
mission and the Corps is essen- 
tially the same procedure as the 
Corps now follows in Michigan, 
and it gives more authority to 
the state than the federal 
government. 


The Corps must adopt one of

Van Buren Board Sanctions

PAW PAW — The Van Buren 


planning commission was given 
approval by the county board of 
commissioners yesterday to 
seek a state grant for a 
comprehensive planning study 
of the county. 


Les Brown, county planning 


commission chairman, told the 
board that if the $21,975 grant is 
approved, groundwork on a 
three-year study of the county's 
future land _use needs could 
begin. 


During the first year, .Brown 


said, an analysis of business 
and industrial areas would be 
made, designed to depict pos- 
sibilities of future markets, 
shopping locations, and indus- 
trial potential and assets. 


The second year of the study 


. would be devoted to residential 


area and housing, wtth a county 


road plan, environmental as- 
sessment, and final master plan 
being completed in the third 
year, Brown said. 


A comprehensive plan is 


needed, Brown said, as a neces- 
sary first step before most 
municipalities 
can 
receive 


grants for such purposes as 
sewer, water, and hospital 
facilities. He said the plan 
would also help the county in 
planning an orderly future 
growth.

Training act programs in the 
county, added that her commit- 
tee had agreed that if the sheriff 
needed an experienced girl for 
an undercover job. the county 
board would provide the funds 
to hire her. 


The CETA employe topic 


arose after Northrop deviated 
from his annual report to deny 
what he said were rumors that 
he is trying to "build an em- 
pire" out of federal grants. 


It would be foolish, he said, to 


build an empire on egg shells 
(federal grants that expire and 
are not always renewable). 


The department, he said, has 


received about $184,000 in 
federal and state grants in the 
last several years.

the Andrews university com- 
puter system. 


Presenting information to the 


board last night was Irwin J. 
Kusel, of Chicago, who works 
with Coopers & Lybrand CPA 
firm, Niles. lie explained why 
the firm recommended the 
Andrews computer over that of 
the 
Berrien 
County 
In- 


termediate School district. The 
district estimates it could do the 
work for less money, he said. 


In 
March 
the 
board 


authorized the firm to study 
which of the facilities was best 
suited for handling some of the 
college's business. 


Andrews is developing a new 


student record keeping system 
at present, Kusel said, which 
mates this a good time to join 
with that .college and work out 
the problems of LMC record 
taming. 
And be WhMIW (be Inter- 


mediate district's computer 
work load is highest in Sep- 
tember, also the busiest time 
for LMC scheduling. There is no 
such conflict over computer 
time with Andrews, he said. 


In proposed annual process- 


ing fees to LMC, Andrews said it 
could do the work for $12,000 
while the district estimated a 
cost of $7,230. Both indcated the 
computer service was non- 
profit. The costs represent only 
actual costs. 


The college has already 


leased three computer ter- 
minals from Andrews, which 
will be in use next month, Kusel 
said.

Growers 
Lean To 
Migrant 
'Pros'

Although unemployment is 


high in Southwestern Michigan, 
it is doubtful whether many 
farmers will hire unemployed 
local people to harvest fruits 
and vegetables this summer, a 
Watervliet farmer said at a 
meeting yesterday. 


Local people can't substitute 


for migrants. Migrants from 
Texas are 
"professionals," 


while local people who might be 
searching for summer work are 
"amateurs," according to Alton 
Wendzel. 


Wendzcl, a grower, was one of 


90 people who attended a meet- 
ing of the Interagency Commit- 
tee on Migrant Affairs, held 
yesterday at the Michigan State 
University Continuing Educa- 
tion Center, Benton Harbor. The 
committee is comprised of 
representatives 
of various 


governmental agencies that 
deal with migrants. 


Present also were growers, 


extension personnel, represen- 
tatives from migrant groups, 
educators, a person from the 
Berrien County Council of 
Churches, a state policeman, 
and others. 


Wendzel's comments came 


during a discussion about the 
number of jobs available this 
year for migrants. While some 
speculated that migrants are 
being pushed out of their jobs by 
the locally unemployed, Wend- 
zel countered that there are 
simply more migrants coming 
here this year. 


Jean Sussman, assistant to 


the manager of Migrant Ser- 
vices, a division of the Michigan 
Department of Social Services, 
said that projections indicate 
46,000 migrants will come here 
this summer. Of those, 21,000 
will be workers, she said. 
Mexican-Americans comprise 
85 per cent of the state's 
migrants; 10 per cent are black; 
five per cent are white, she ad- 
ded. 


All persons at the meeting . 


agreed that there is a surplus of 
migrant farm labor. Guiilermo 
Martinez, area coordinator for 
United Migrants for Oppor- 
tunity, Inc., (UMOI), Keeler, 
said that in April and the first 19 
days of May UMOI paid the way 
back to Texas for 10 migrant 
families. Those people simply 
could not find work here, he 
said. 


Growers and 
migrant-ad- 


vocates at the meeting agreed 
on one other thing, according to 
Jean Sussman, migrants should 
be consulted more often by the 
agencies which try to help 
farmworkers. • 


Before "beneficial" legisla- 


tion is passed, she said, "we 
should talk to the migrants and 
see how they feel." 


Clare Musgrove, Berrien ex- 


tension director, sat in during 
the conference. He noted that 
migrants are a "select type of 
employe because he takes so 
much pride in his work."
